NEW LAWS OF THE STATE. 


Bills to Which Governor Stone Has Given 


Hit* Approval. 


Governor Stone has approved the 


following bills: 


Permitting corporations 
to hold 


more than one hundred acres of real 
estate for their own use. 


Diverting unexpended taxes for the 


poor fund to the borough funds where 
collected. 


Relative to costs in suits before mag- 


istrates, etc , providing that when de- 
fendants give good bail for the pay- 
ment of the claim they shall be requir- 
ed to pay only the costs of the appeal, 
and the return of the plaintiff's costs 
shall await the final determination of 
the suit. 


Providing for the addition of five 


per cent, of the amount of all taxes 
for which seated and unseated lands 
returned for non-payment of taxes, 
which additional tax shall go to the 
collector. 


Permitting municipalities to acquire 


the property and franchises of private 
sewerage companies. 


Validating all elections by munici 


palities on the question of increasing 
their indebtedness held since 1891. 


Authorizing the courts to designate 


the sheriff or other county official to 
execute deeds where the party ordered 
to execute them refuses or neglects to 
do so. 


Prohibiting the adulteration of milk 


or cream with formaline, formalde 
hyde, sodium flueride and sodium ben- 
zoate, under penalty of frcm 850 to 
S100 and sixty days in jail. 


Amending the act of 1873 relating to 


the incorporation of banks, permitting 
them to hold real estate on mortgage 


Fixing the number of directors in 


corporations at three and permitting 
the number to be increased or dimin- 
ished at will of the stockholders.

The license 
must be paid to the treasurer of the 
borough where the cigarettes are sold. 
The profit on cigarettes has always 
been small and under the new bill it 
will be necessary to sell 250,000 before 
a cent profit is realized.—Somerset Dem- 
ocrat. 


The following act of assembly will 


be of interest to many readers of THE 
GAZETTE: 


An act entitled an act to regulate 


the baling of hay and straw, and 
marking the weight of the bale. 


Section 1. Be it enacted, &c , that 


hereafter all baled hay and straw shall 
be properly bound with wire, rope or 
other material to hold it in bundle, 
and the correct weight shall be plainly 
marked on each bale 


Section 2. The wood or other ma- 


terial used in baling cut hay shall not 
exceed in weight eight per centum of 
the weight of the entire bundle, and 
no wood, except for a marking block, 
shall be used in baling long hay or 
straw. 


Section 3. Any person who shall 


mark a bale of hay or straw higher 
than its actual weight, or who shall 
use more than eight per centum of its 
weight of wood or other material to 
hold it in bundle, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction there- 
of shall be fined not less than twenty- 
five dollars nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars, in the discretion of the 
court before whom conviction may be 
secured. 


Section 4. All laws and parts of 


laws inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

The theory that 
has found favor with the wisest men 
that ever lived is that there is no snch 
thing in the universe as chance, and 
the thing that seems like chance is a 
phenomenal occurrence taking place at 
long intervals which is not chance, but 
the working of an immutable law not 
fully understood by mankind. Wheth- 
er the full method of its working shall 
ever be revealed to us, or it shall pass 
away with the rest of our earthly her- 
itage, God alone knows. 
But after 


plowing through this sea of doubt and 
surmise without any satisfactory result, 
we find ourselves anchored at last on 
the immutable law spoken of before 
There is no such thing as chance, here 
or hereafter. The science of accurate 
statistics has proven beyond all doubt 
that one man may fall from a ladder a 
hundred feet high and thousands may 
be destroyed by earthquakes in a year 
and thousands more may find their last 
resting place beneath 
the sad sea 


waves, but when you come to sum up 
the aggregate of millions, it seems as 
if the decree was prophes'ed a thous- 
and years before and was written by 
prophets on the face of the heavens 
in letters of living light^there is no 
such thing as chance. 


The century, the death knell of 


which was sung alike by Christian and 
pagan mourners a lew decades ago, 
will be found to have recorded almost 
the identical number of phenomenal 
deaths, births, accidents of various 
classes, proving conclusively, as we 
said before, that with aggregated mill- 
ions we declare the record without fear 
that every motion which exists in the 
universe by which the monster planets 
revolve upon their orbits and perform 
those wondrous journeys that defy 
human computation, must obey God. 
Mercury, with its lightning speed, 
seems to challenge the burning heat of 
the sun's rays in its brief and perilous 
journey, while Neptune, far removed 
from our system, will take many of our 
years to measure its annual journey.

In case of fire if the burning articles 


are at occe sp'ashecl with a solution of 
salt and nitrate of ammonia .an in- 
combustible coating Is formed. This is 
a preparation which can be made at 
home at a trifling COM aud should be 
kept on hand. Dissolve 20 pounds of 
common salt aud 10 pounds of nitrate 
of ammonia in 7 gallons of water. 
Pour tliis into quart bottles of thin 
glass, and flre grenades are at band 
ready for use. These bottles must be 
tightly corked anil sealed to prevent 
evaporation, and in case of fire they 
must lie tin own near the flames so as 
to break anil liberate the gas contain- 
ed. At least two dozen of these bottles 
should be leaily for an emergency.

direction. This shows that the horse 
has a great deal of plain, common 
sense, lie will uot allow himself to 
be worn out where il is not necessary. 
If people only had his wisdom, there 
would be a great deal lcs,s sickness in 
the world than there Is at present. 
When a thoughtless, driver leaves his 
horse standing on a slope or at an angle 
of the street, all the animal's weight is 
thrown upon one side, causing stiaiu. 
and if left long enough painful ex- 
haustion. Twenty minutes oi such an 
ordeal will fatiaue a horse more than 
a whole clay's travel. But when he is 
able to plant his fore font on the curb- 
stone it gives him a better plant and 
adjusts his weight more equably. Many 
of the muscular ailments from which 
horses suffer are brought upon them by 
being continually obliged to stand by 
the gutter side on streets which slope 
decidedly. 
A good driver will always 


seek to rest his horse on a level when 
possible."—Philadelphia Record.

Uncle Sam Will Show Mammoth 


Coast Defenders at the 


Buffalo Exposition. 


It has sometimes been salfl by nn- 


rthinlcing people that the seacoast cities 
of the United States are cot well de- 
fended. A flood of new light will be lei 
into such gloomy minds by the Ord- 
nance exhibit of the War Department 
at tbe Pan-American Exposition. Wlen 
the Exposition opens for its six months' 
season at Buffalo on May 1 of I his 
year, the early visitor will find the 
largest and most powerful guardians 
of our seacoasts ever exhibited by tbe 
United States Government. Even the 
smaller of the two great new guns in 
1ho Government exhibit at the Exposi- 
tion will be larger than any ever before 
displayed by our Uncle Samuel. 


Captain Peter C. Harris, who repre- 


sents tbe War Department, in charge 
of the entire war exhibit, bas been en- 
gaged actively for months upon his 
great work of collecting tbe newest dis- 
.play of the kind ever made in this 
country. It was an absurd question 
perhaps that I asked when I inquired 
if his exhibits would be ready on May 
1, ns though there were any other al- 
.ternative for a soldier. The Captain 
looked reprovingly at me. 


But of tbe guns—great guns, indeed; 


big around as a locomotive boiler, thir- 
ty odd feet ions, with a more savage 
muzzle tliau ever couzhed destruction 
npon any hostile fleet; built with tbe 
accuracy of a watch; so delicate in ad- 
justment that a little finger may trav- 
erse the gun. thus moving a wc'igbt of 
nearly half a million pounds, yet a ma- 
chine to spout a volcano blast and to 
create an earthquake at the will of 
man!

The gun bas ail ac- 
curacy of aim for about eight miles, 
and tbe extreme range is about double 
that distance. 


make an Intelligent comparison of the 
mounts of our seacoast guns Captain 
Harris has caused to be placed by the 
side of the great twelve-inch gun a ten- 
inch rifle on a barbette carriage. In a 
barbette carriage the rifle is at all 
times exposed above the parapet. The 
reader may remember the discussion ou 
tbe subject between General Miles and 
the Ordnance Board, the general not 
favoring the disappearing device, chief- 
ly on account of its complicated mecha- 
nism and its liability to get out of or- 
der. Each carriage appears to have its 
particular use. On elevated sites the 
parapet furnishes all the protection re- 
quired, but on a flat coast the disap- 
pearing would seen to possess very 
great advantage. It is thought tbat ou 
low sites the rifle must be mounted 
either on a disappearing carriage or in 
a turret. The expense of a turret is es- 
timated at about four and a half times 
the cost of the disappearing carriage. 


cliargs of eight to ten pounds of black 
powder, was adopted, and In 1S31 the 
forty-two pounder, with a caliber of 
Beven inches and using ten to fourteen 
pounds of black powder, came into use. 
In 1844 tbe eight aud ten inch Colum- 
biads fired a shot weighing sixty-five 
pounds and used a charge of ten to fif- 
teen pounds of black powder. The ton- 
Inch shot weighed 120 pounds, and the 
powder charge was eighteen and twen- 
ty pounds. 


In 1SC1 the flrst fifteen-Inch Hodman 


gun was cast. 
These guns were 


smoothbores of cast iron. Tbe process 
of manufacture was evolved by Gen- 
eral Rodman, who, to prevent Injuri- 
ous strains produced by cooling cast- 
ings from the exterior, cast these guns 
en a hollow core and cooled by a 
stream of water or air passing through 
the core. Rodman's fifteen-inch gun 
fired a shot weighing 42S pounds with 
a charge of forty pounds of 1 lack pow- 
der and was the flrst great gun intro- 
duced In modern times in any service. 
Just before the Civil War rifled mus- 
kets and guns began to displace 
smoothbores. Captain Parrott's rifles 
were the first ones of large caliber used 
in the United States service. The lar- 
gest of these had an eight and ten 
inch bore and were cast hollow and 
cooled from the interior on the Rod- 
man plan. They were strengthened by 
shrinking a coiled band of wrought 
Iron over that portion of the gun wliich 
surrounds the powder charge. 
The 


eight-inch Parrott rifle fired an elon- 
gated projectile weighing 130 pounds 
with a charge of sixteen pounds of 
black powder. The ten-inch rifle fired

Flatfishes keep their white and blind 


side on the muddy or sandy bottom 
and pretend that the upper and spec- 
kled side Is n part of that bottom.-.This 
they do to avoid observation, for in 
spite of their awkward shape they are 
swallowed at sight by pertinacious ene- 
mies, to the manifest discomfort of 
both. A greedy cormorant curling up 
and attempting to swallow a plaice, 
•which tries to be as disobliging as pos- 
sible, affords an object lesson not soon 
forgotten ou the way not to behave at 
mealtimes. But the bird usually suc- 
ceeds In its objecC and the flatfish, In 
epite of persistent efforts to retain Its 
.natural flatness, at last disappears 
down the round, elastic throat of the 
cormorant. With a view to avoid un- 
pleasantnesses of this kind, soles are 
•wont to hide themselves In the sand, 
keeping only their eyes above the sur- 
face to act as sentinels. 


In reality the dark surface of a sole, 


plaice or tnrbot is its side and not its 
back. It is true that both eyes are vis- 
ible, which is not the case when a 
mackerel or a conger is laid on Its side, 
but this is simply owing to the fact 
that one eye of a flatflsh has since the 
creature's birth passed across what we 
may call the bridge of its nose to keep 
company with the other eye. 


The wandering eye begins its migra- 


tion at a very early age—so early, in- 
deed, that it Is a little difficult to detect 
it on its journey. A plaice a flfth of an 
Inch In length and 5 days old carries 
one eye on each side of its nose. When 
three-fifths of an inch long and about 
2 months old, the left eye has crossed 
over to the right side. 
Lemon soles 


when one inch long or 2 months old 
have the left eye on the edge of the 
head, but when double that size and C 
months old both eyes are found ou tho 
right side. A sole assumes its lopsided 
aspect by tho time it has been hatched 
2 mouths. 
When a tnrbot is half an 


inch In length, the right eye just be- 
gins to peep over the center arch of the 
bridge, at three-quarters of an Inch it 
is half way across, and. at an inch the 
passage Is complete and the two eyes 
look out from the left side of the head.

People Who Wniit to See Greeiilnnd 


Mn«t Get iv Royul Permit. 


Greenland is governed in a grand- 


motherly way by Denmnrk; but, as it 
consists of a group of colonies which 
would not under any clministunces at- 
tract many tourists or traders, uo out- 
sider complaius of the uxcluslvcncss of 
the Danish authorities. Trade always 
has been and still is monopolized by 
the state, and only government vessels 
are allowed to sail in Greenland wa- 
ters. For foreign travelers also Green- 
land is n closed country unless the trav 
eler in question lias beforehand ob- 
tained the rare distinction of gaining 
the permission of the Danish govern- 
ment. 


The monopoly of the trade is said to 


protect the Greenlander from being de- 
ceived by unscrupulous merchants. The 
administration settles a Qxed price both 
for the goods the Greenlanders pur- 
chase and for the products they sell. 
In this way all are treated in tbe same 
manner, and tbe business being car- 
ried on by tlie state is a guarantee 
that the natives are not imposed upon. 


Furthermore, the members of the ad- 


ministration are enjoined to take care 
that the natives do not leave them- 
selves short of produce by selling more 
than they can dispense witb, so that 
they are destitute of needful food and 
clothing when the slack time arrives. 
Tbe native Greenlander never bas been, 
neither is he now, able to purchase a 
single drop of spirits from tbe admin- 
istration. 


The exchange of goods 
between 


Greenland and Denmark is, as a rule, 
carried on exclusively by means of the 
nine vessels belonging to the Green- 
land company — viz. five brigs, three 
barks and a small steamer having a 
total register of about 2,000 tons net. 
Several of these vessels, which are 
suitable for sailing tbrotigb tbe drift 
Ice, 
make two voyages a year and tbe 


steamer, as a rule, three voyages.— 
Montreal Herald.

sponding date of last year, and germ 
mat'on has been checked. 


Where not interfered with by rain 


••at seeding has made favorable pro- 
jress and is nearing completion in the 
central valleys, but in the more north- 
erly sections and in the Middle At- 
lantic states slow progress has been 
made. The reports respecting this 
crop, however,are generally favorable, 
except in Oklahoma and Texas, where 
insects continue destructive.

He Says There Has Been Enonffh Blood, 


Enough Tears, Enough Desolation. 


Aguinaldo's long-looked-for address 


to the Filipino people was made pub- 
lic in Manila Friday evening. It is as 
follows: 


I believe I am not in error in presuming 


that the unhappy fate to which my adverse 
fortune has led me is not a surprise to those 
who have been familiar with the progress 
of the war. The lessons taught with a full 
meaning and which have recently come to 
my knowledge suggest with irresistible 
force that a complete termination of hos- 
tilities and lasting peace is not only desira- 
ble, but absolutely essential to the welfare 
of the Philippine islands. 


The Filipinos have never been dismayed 


at their weakness, nor have they faltered 
in f ollowine the path pointed out by their 
fortitude and courage. The time has come, 
however, in which they find their advance 
along this path to be impeded by an irre- 
sistible force, which, wMle it restrains 
them yet enlightens their minds aud opens 
to them another course, presenting them 
the cause of peace. 


This cause has been joyfully embraced by 


the majority of my fellow-countrymen, 
who have already united around the glori- 
ous sovereign banner of the United States. 
In this banner they repose tteir trust and 
believe that under its protection the Filipi; 
no people will attain all those promised lib- 
erties which they are beginning to enjoy. 


The country has declared unmistakably 


in favor of peace. So be it. There has 
been enough blood, enough tears, enough 
desolation. The wish for peace cannot be 
ignored by the men stiU in arms if they are 
animated by a desire to serve our noble 
people, which has thus clearlv manifested 
its will. 
So do I respect this will now 


that it is known to me. 


After mature deliberation I resolutely 


proclaim to the world that I cannot refuse 
to heed the voice of a people longing 
for peace nor the lamentations of thou- 
sands of families yearning to see their 
dear ones enjoying the liberty and_tbe 
promised generosity of the great American 
nation. 
By acknowledging and accepting the 


sovereignty of the United States through- 
out the Philippine archipelago, as 1 now do, 
and without any reservation whatsoever, 
I believe that I am serving thee, my be- 
loved country. My happiness be thine.
